Harrison will bo placed in nomination 


by the venerable ex-Secretary of the 
.Navy Hit-hard W. Thompson of Indiana, 
and the nomination will be seconded by 
Hon. Oh&uocoy M. Depow of Now York. 


Governor McKinloy of Ohio continues 


to be the Uvorite among all the compro- 
mise coudidatos whose names are men- 
tioned. 


Tho Harrison people are not evincing 


any particular preference for McKinloy 
as a dark horse. 


The Blaine delegates are apparently 


very friendly to McKinloy, with tho pos- 
sible exception of eome of ex-Governor 
Foraker'e friends in Ohio. 


Among the western nnd northwestern 


delegates a friendly feeling is manifested 
towards Secretary Rusk. The feeling 
comes principally from tlia western nor- 
riaon delegates. 
Tbe leaders of the Blaine (fiction to 


night are contemplating a movemon 
which will be very bold, and if carried 
oat will be n farewell greeting to thi 
shortlived harmony and good feeling o 
tho past twenty-four hours, whatever tbe 
effect may be m controlling the nomina- 
tions.

MINNEAPOLIS, Jnne 8.—The platfon 


committee's chief difficulties in con 
fronting the convention in the matter o 
platform were solved this afternoon, 
lively time preceded the solution of th
